Arkansas' State and Local Debt 


Situation Improved; Still Dangerous 


In 1932 there was only one other state in America, Florida, 


which had a higher per-capita gross state and local debt than 
Arkansas; but in 1940 Arkansas' relative condition had so 
improved that there were five states with a higher per-capita 
debt. 
Tliis is told us by the tables of

Arkansas' plight in 1932 was that 


the bottom of the panic, with its

this state at a moment when her 
highway debt for newly-constructed 
paved roads stood at the very peak. 
In 
1932 Arkansas' 
combined gross 


slate and local debt was 80.6 per cent 
of its income. Florida alone had 
higher ratio, 112.6 per cent. 


By 1940, with state debt tapered 


off somewhat, and with many loca 
improvement debts cither extinguish- 
ed or greatly reduced, and with in- 
come revived from the bottom of the 
panic, Arkansas' debt was only 45. 
per cent of income. And, as we saic 
before, there arc five states toda 
which have a high debt ratio: Florida 
Louisiana, New Jersey, New York anc 
Tennessee. 


Eliminating the two rich Eastern 


states, it might be said that the tradi 
lion 
that Arkansas, 
Louisiana and 


Tennessee arc the proverbial trio o 
Southern states which constantly keel 
too close to the financial wall, con 
tinues unchanged. It was true in 1932 
and continues true in 1940.

Average ago of recruits Is 24. They 


must be registered nurses, with high 
school education and nursing school 
training. Some ^iavc had two or more 
years at college. They arc nssigncd 
first to n hospital near their home. A 
lot of them ask to stay there. The 
rest want foreign service, Honolulu 
preferred. 


If they nre accepted after six months 


probation, the lady gobs have a job 
for life, the rank of a junior officer 
and are issued six uniforms, n hat, 
cape and sweater every year. 


The pay is only $840 a year for the 


first three years, which doesn't sound 
like much, but it' includes a private 
room with bath, three meals a dny, 
an eight-hour working day, free hos- 
pitalizntion, and retirement pay when 
they arc fifty or are physically dis- 
able din line of service. 


There are now nearly 100 civilian 


nurses on the Navy Reserve register, 
and since November, 1940, more tha 
50 landlubbers have signed up for act- 
ive service. 


One of their jobs is instruction of 


hospital corps men, who do the nurs- 
ing duty in ship hospitals and sick 
bays. In places like Guam and Sa- 
moa nurses teach native women hy- 
giene, . midwifery and 
first aid. 


They Don't Get "Homesick" 


They must abide by such navy 


regulations as the one which reads 
"the neckline of a nurse's uniform 
must not open lower than 2 1-2 inches 
from the intraclavicular notch," but 
they don't let such rigidity spoil 
their fun. 


And even the unpleasant duties of 


their profession 
seem less irksome 


when the nurses are piped aboard a 
boat bound for places like Tutuila, 
Guantanamo Bay or Samoa, with the 
chance of leave of absence to see 
Japan and China. 


Very few of them get homesick 


on foreign service, and their letters 
home tell of their sense of belonging 
to the Navy family wherever 
they 


land, from Shanghai to Newport News.

By PETER EDSON, NEA Washington Correspondent 


While Congress Orates and Bureaus Busybody, 
Romance, Recreation and Religion Bloom in Parks 


WASHINGTON — Downtown Wash- 


ington is dotted with parks, squares 
and circles where the diagonal streets 
intersect. Bits of greensward 
with 


curving walks. Big trees a.nd flower- 
beds and 
inevitable monuments ol 


past big shots and heroes, forgot- 
ten generals 
on or off horse-back 


who are remcmberetl only by un- 
known descendants or patriotic societ- 
ies that come out in faded glory to 
lay a wreath and say a word. 


These little parks give the city much 


of its color and charm, make it a 
real capital with a cosmopolitan air 
and graciously give a touch of spac- 
iousness that would be sorely missed 
on hot days when the southern sun 
beats down mercilessly. 


Friendly But Not Frigid 


Yardless 
houses, packed 
wall to 


wall and without cross ventilation for 
block on block, may 
typify close- 


knit friendliness but they would be 
30th formidable and 
uncomfortable 


without the breaks for a circle or 
square to confuse the stranger and 
ball up traffic. Washington, therefore, 
uses and blesses these parks even 
while cursing them. 


It's on bright Sundays, though, that 


these parks get their heaviest work- 
out. People who can't escape the city 
by car come there to read, feed the 
pigeons and squirrels, and make-be- 
lieve they're having a day in the 
country.
